AND LITERARY CRITICISM. 
The Bases Aesthetics and 
Charles Mills Gayley and Fred Newton Scott. 
Price $1.40. Published Ginn Co., Bos- 
ton, Ne Ww York, Chicago. 

The purpose the present volume fur- 
nish the student literature guide sys- 
and intelligent study literary criti- 
cism. The authors, believing that “what the 
enquirer wants guidance, not form- 
ulation principles, but systematic presenta- 
tion the problems that must solved and 
the information available for the process,” have 
undertaken supply this need with the volume 
now before us, which the first two parts 
their contribution the subject; second part, 
dealing with literary types, being announced 
follow shortly. The objects which authors have 
had this volume and the one that follow 
are: indicate the relation literature 
art, criticism, and the contributary 
“to show the solidarity and 
types and forms; discover the origin and laws 
literary waves and fashions; and finally “to 
deduce from these considerations the principles 
which should guide critically estimating 
given literary products.” The method pursued 
treating these points involves consideration, 
when possible, the topics under discussion 
from both the theoretical and stand- 
points; and under each these divisions the 
authors furnish analysis the problems in- 
volved, and following this, carefully annotated 
bibliography the material bearing that 
particular The general thus 
treated this volume include “The Nature and 
Function Literary Criticism,” “The Princi- 
ples “The Principles Literature,” 
“The Theory Poetry,” and “The Principles 
Versification.” Not only the reader furnished 
with complete list references the litera- 
ture these subjects that found all 
the culture languages, but most cases the 
authors have added brief statement the 
character and value the material referred 
and its relation the subject under consider- 
ation.
